The text of the Sims paper fo 
lows: 

Be it resolved by the mayor 

‘ and general council of the city 

of Atlanta: 

That a resolution heretofore 
passed authorizing ai special 
committee of this body to in- 
vestigate the detective depart- 
ment of the city of Atlanta be 
amended by adding hereto the 
following: 

The police department and 
any member of the “city council 
or boards of said City.

Broad Kesolution Offered.

Claimed Alley Threaten- 

ed to Give Out Informa-

cel Divorce Decree. 


W. C. Alley, aged 32, proprietor of 
a hotel at Sautee, Ga., in the Nacoo- 
chee valley, and his pretty wife, 
aged 26, are held at police sta- 
tiom under a blanket charge of sus- 
picion for an alleged attempt to 
blatkmail Mrs. Wilhelmina R. Dough- 
erty, of 19 The Prado. The pair was 
arrested about 2 o'clock Monday aft- 
ernoon at the. Wilmot hotel by City 
Detectives Hollingsworth and. Ham- 
ilton. 

Both of the accused figured as im- 
portant witnesses for the giaintift in 
a suit for divorce brought by Mrs. 
Dougherty against her husband, 
Daniel O. Dougherty, which resulted 
in a total divorce for Mrs. Dougherty 
when the suit was heard in March. 
A first decree had been obtained by 
her last year. 

According to detectives detailed to 
the case, Alley, who was registered 
at the Wilmot hotel with his wife, 
telephoned Mrs. Dougherty at 9 
o’clock Monday morning and threat- 
ened to divulge alleged information 
which they said would result in a 
cancellation of her divorce decree 
uless she appeared at the hotel with 
250 and an automobile.

The Sheltering Arms of Atlanta 
are today held out in appeal to the 
citizens of the city. The: organi- 
zation that for 365 days in each year 
provides care, shelter and atten- 
tion for the little ones of the city 
who have no one to care for them 
and protect them through the busy 
hours, asks on this one day for the 
city, as a whole, to aid and foster 
its work. 

It is the annual tag day of the 
Sheltering Arms association. This 


organization operates the “Osgood 
Sanders, John Barclay, Gate City 
and Cornelia Moore day nurseries. 
In these places, children whose par- 
ents have no one to care for them 
while they are laboring to provide 
for the little ones, are given real 
home environment and attention. It 
is one of Atlanta’s most deservedly 
popular charities. 

The institutions are largely de- 
pended on public donations for their 
maintenance and the annual tag day 
is the principal source of revenue. 
So tags were issued Monday to the 
committees, members of which will 
work throughout the business dis- 
trict all day Tuesday to see to it 
that every Atlantan, who has the 
wherewithal, does his or her part in 
helping this work. 

The four nurseries each day care 
for 388 children. The mothers on 
their way to work leave the chil- 
dren in charge of trained nurses. 
They first are given a warm bath 
and dressed in clean clothing, 
breakfast is served them if they 
want it and a warm dinner at noon.

Washington, April 18.—The claim 
by leaders that the south still is 
the baekbone of the demoncratic 
party was indicated today in the 
organization of standing commit- 
tees of the house. 

Except in two instances and 
counting Kentucky and Missouri as 
part of the old democratic strong- 
hold, a southern representative was, 
named as ranking minority member 
of all committees. 

This means, according to leaders, 
that if the democrats should cap- 
ture the house two years hence, 
its machinery would be controlled 
wholly By the south. On many com- 
mittees a southern member also 
stood next to the ranking demo- 
crat, and,in some cases ‘all minor- 
ity members. in thelist approved 
and eleeted, hail from southern 
states. 

Many Changes Made. 

Many changes were made in 
some of the big committees, rep- 
resentatives from the south tak- 
ing the places formerly held by 
democrats from _ other” sections. 
There was a big rush for the com- 
mittee on appropriations, but all 
aspirants could not be accommo- 
dated.

Washington, April 18.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire)—Following 
the release by the state department 
today of the curt and rathe> sen- 
sational note of Japan to the United 
States in which the former not only 
refuses to yield the island of Yap, 
but defies the United States gov- 
ernment, is the semi-official an- 
nouncement tonight that as soon as 
the Yap issue is settled, if it is 
settled, President Harding expects 
to immediately revive also the 
issue of the gift of Shantung 4o 
Janan, and to request that a defi- 
nite day of evacuation be set. This 
announcement is sensational in the 
extreme when taken in conjunction 
with the differehces with Japan 
over the island of Yap. 

Involved in the Shantung issue 
are many important matters in- 
cluding the open door in China, 
which is of wide commercial im- 
portance to the United States. 

Harding’s Attitude. 

Viewing the president’s voting 
record when a member of the sen- 
ate, there can be no doubt where 
the administration stands on Shan- 


tung. During the senate fight over 


the. treaty of Versailles it will be 
recalled that several attempts were 
made to amend this section of the 
treaty. Senator Norris first tried 
to have the word “Japan” stricken 
out and the word “China” substi- 
tuted, so that the German conces- 
sions in that big province would 
have been given back to China as 
one of the allies in the war against 
Germany. 

When this failed the effort was 


made to strike out the whole Shan- 


tung section of the treaty. Presi- 
dent Harding, then a senator, voted 
for the Norris amendment, and was 
known to sympathize deeply with 
the Nebraska senator in his fight. 

Safe majority was mustered for 
a reservation refusing approval to 
the Shantung section of the treaty, 
and this was included in the Lodge 
reservations which were tacked on 
to the treaty, Senator Harding vot- 


ing for this as well as for the tex- 
tual amendments.

ORDINANCE BOARDS 
ARE ALSO ASSAILED 


Action Is Taken to Put 
Them Out of Business 
May 1, Substituting Coun- 
cil Committees. 


By the overwhelming vote of 26 
to 4, city council adopted a resolu- 
tion Monday afternoon asking the 
Georgia general assembly for aboli- 
tion of all chartered boards of At- 
lanta, except the board of education 
and the Carnegie library board. 

Then immediately a motion was 
offered to amend the ordinance 
abolishing the ordinance boards on 
January 1, 1922, and an amendment 
swept through to dissolve them on 
May 1, twelve days hence, followed 
by an amendment placing all de- 
partment heads not elected by the 
people under the civil service plan. 
It was unanimously adopted. 

Councilman J. R. Nutting intro- 
duced the anfendment exempting 
the board of eaucation and the Care 
negie board; Councilman W, A. 
Sims was author of the amendment 
to do away with the ordinance 
boards on May 1, and Councilman 
Robert H, Jones presented the 


amendment to bring the department. 


heads under the civil service rule. 

The ordinance boards affected are 
the board & trustees of Grady hos- 
pital, the cemeteFy commission and 
the board of electrical control. 

The chartered boards affected po- 
lice, water, parks, health and fire.

Was Still in Room, 


“In the meantime one of the 
Wunco men had crossed the street 
and I pointed him out to the uni- 
formed officer, who drove the car 
that brought the detectives.

Officer Wood said that Lieuten- 
ant Shaw called him the night of 
the incident and that they went to

‘If this old 
man would tell the truth,’ said the 
lieutenant, ‘I believe we would lock 
you up.’ But the old man refused 
to talk and after a while, not be- 
ing able to get any evidence on the 
man I had _ arrested, Lieutenant 
Shaw told me to let him out. I 
did, and he left.” 


Powers on the Stand. 


Following Officer Wood, Detec- 
tive F. M. Powers was called to the 
stand and corroborated the story of 
the happening much as the officer 
had done, except that the detective 
told of trying to “get something”’ 
out of the old man on the case in- 
side the hotel, before he came ont. 
Upon the close of this story, Judge 
Hines questioned the witness. 

Judge Hines: “How long have 
you been on the force?” 

Witness: “Five years.” 

Judge Hines: “How many men 
have the detectives on the day and 
night forces?’

“Buek” Smith Called. 

T. G. (Buck) Smith was the first 
witness to testify as to the preva- 
lence of gambling.

No Recommendation for 
Prisoner Given Warden 
Smith by the. Fulton 
County Authorities. 


Preliminary {Investigation of the 
escape of Abe Powers, confidence 
man, from the Georgia prison farm 
at Milledgeville. conducted by 
Judge R. E. Davison, of the prison 
commission,#/revealed the fact th-t 
no recommendation that Powers be 
made a trusty was given Warden 
J. E. Smith by Fulton county au- 
thorities. 

The only information that the 
warden had on Powers’ character 
was given him by Deputy Sheriff 
Thompson, who took the bunco 
steerer to the farm and this was 
given in reply, to questions by the 
prison farm authorities. The deputy 
had answered these questions by 
declaring simply that Powers had 
given him no trouble on the trip 
to the farm nor had he given the 
authorities any trouble at the 
tower, 

Was Given Privileges. 

Examination of the warden in 
Atlanta also brought out the state- 
ment that Powers had not been 
made a “trusty” but the warden 
admitted that he had given him 
privileges not usually accorded a 


new prisoner. 

“I told the warden,” Judge David- 
son said, “that he had erred in his 
judgment in allowing Powers these 
privileges, and that he should have 
kept Powers ‘under the gun’ which 
means under the eye of the guard at 
all times. The warden said thar 
Powers had been a good prisoner, 
and that the deputy who brought 
him from the tower in .

Details of Escape. 


“The details of the escape, I find, 
are practically the same as the first 
reports printed of Powers’ escape. 
He did not, however, leave any 
clothing on the side. of the road as 
was at first stated, but did leave 
his shoes. No clothing was found 
belonging to Powers, 

“The bloodhounds of the farm 
were in a field moré than a mile 
and a half away, and that occasion- 
ed about an hour and a half delay 
in starting in pursuit of Powers. 
The report that there were two 
guards in charge of the squad in 
which Powers was working is: in- 
correct, so far as I have been able 
to find out. Hollifield was the only 
guard, and he had a number of pris- 
oners to guard. 

“I will not be able to complete 
my report until after I have talked 
to Hollifield, which will not be pos- 
sible until late this afternoon or 
tonight, and until after that time I 
cannot make an official statement 
regarding the escape.” ° 

That Abe Powers had been badly 
upset and worried by the bunco 
probe in progress in Atlanta, and 
that he seemed to be afraid that his 
name might be linked up with some 
of the cases being investigated, and 
that he might again be tried and 
sentenced, was told Chairman Davi- 
son by some of Powers’ fellow pris- 
oners. 

“The prisoners I have talked to,” 
said Chairman Davison, “tell me 
that ever since the bunco probe has 
been in progress in Atlanta, Pow- 
ers has been badly upset and ap- 
prehensive. They declare that he 
had seemed to fear that his name 
would be connected with some of 
the cases and cause him to be tried 
for other offenses. 

“Powers may have made his es- 
cape because he was afraid of being 
trjed acain,” Chairman Davison 
said, “and I intend to investigate 
this end fully.” 

Chairman Davison said Warden 
Smith had been warden at the farm 
for more than ten years and had a 
most excellent record.

Troops in Panama. 

There is a considerable force of 
American troops in the regular gar- 
rison in the Panama canal Zone. 
This is supplemented by the force 
on the special service squadron now 
in Central American waters, and 
in addition the Atlantic fleet is 
in Cuban waters on winter maneu- 
vers. 

The reported plan for support of 
Costa Rice by the three Central 
American republics, was regarded 
here as having something more 
than a mere altruistic object since 
they are members of the recently 
estabhHshed confederation of Central 
America. Costa Rica is expected to 
ratify the confederation pact in 
May and Central American diplo- 
mats explain that with Costa Rica 
a member it would be the obliga- 
tion of the other three to give all 
support possible.

Japan has made a statement with 
regard to the situation that has 
never satisfied China, and it is said 
does not now satisfy either lresi- 
dent Harding or Secretary Hughes. 
This statement not only did not fix 
a time when Japan would withdraw 
but made the whole thing condi- 
tional on the satisfactory outcome 
of negctiations then in progress 
between Japan and China. 

The administration is said to be 
heartily in favor of extracting from 
Japan a definite statement as to 
a day on which Japan will with- 
draw from Shantung, «not only 
legally but actually. 

Take Firm Stands. 

The American and Japanese gov- 
ernments have adoptea eyually ctirm 
attitudes with respect to the status 
of the Pacific island of Yap. The 
displomatic exchanges between them 
on the subject is continuing, Dut 
those to date were made public to- 
day both in Washington and Tokio. 
They consist of ewo memoranda and 
three formal notes. 

Japan, in its last communication 
received here in the closing days 


of the Wilson administration, in- 
sisted that it had been awarded a 
mandate for the island by the su- 
preme council at Paris on May j, 
1919, and that it could not agree 
with the Amerrcan contention thai 
irrespective of any award of man- 
date, other nations should have free 
access to the island for the !and- 
ing and operation of cables. 

In replying to this note, Secretary 
Hughes on April 5 stated emphatic- 
ally that the United States would 
not be bound by any action either 
of the supreme council or of the 
league of nations and that as no 
one had ever been “authorized to 
surrender or cede” the right of the 
United States in the island, the 
American government could not 
“recognize the allocation of the 
island or the validity or the man- 
date to Japan.” 

Allies Considering. 


The Japanese government now has 
this communication under consider- 
» ation. The governments of Great 
Britain, France and Italy also have 
before them similar communications 
on the subject dispatched by Mr. 
Hughes at the same time the note 
to Japan went forward. Excharges 
between the four allied governments 
are understood to he under way 
with a view to reaching a common 
accord before replying. 

Meantime. however, France has 
sent a preliminary reply in which 
she states that the matter is one 
for the supreme council to consii- 
er at its next meeting In May, and 
that when it comes up she will ap- 
proach it with a view to finding a 
solution which will give every sat- 
isfaction to the United States. 

The viewpoint of the Harding ad- 
ministration as explained today in 
official quarters is that the ques- 
tion of whether the supreme coun- 
cil did actually award the island 
to Japan on May 7, as contended 
by that country and disputed by 
President Wilson and the state de- 
partment, is of gecondary impor- 
tance. 

The tmportant point at issue, !t 
was emphasized, is the recognition 
by -the allied governments of the 
principle laid down by Mr. Hughes 
—that the United States, as one of 
the principal allied and associated 
powers has an equal right with the 
others in the former overseas. pos- 
sessions of Germany and that those 
rights cannot be disposed of with- 
out the consent of the American 
government. 


Soundness of Position. 


Administration cfficials believe 
that the soundness of this position 
will be conceded by its former as- 
sociates in the war. With this 
principle recognized, it is helieved 
the details as to the American 
rights can be worked out without 
great difficulty. 

Thus far there has been received 
in Washington no official informa- 
tion indicating what position Ja- 
pan will take in its reply to Mr. 
Hughes’ note. Press dispatches 
from Tokio today. however. said 
the newspapers there seemed to 
think that Japan would ado a 
passive attitude in dealing with the 
mandate issue. 

Japan, it was pointed out here. 
adopted a very positive attitude 
with respect to Yap in her last note. 
which was couched in plain lan- 
guage. The imperial government 
said in order for the United States | 
to maintain successfully its position’ 
that the mandate for the island was 
not awarded to Japan by the su- 
preme council, it would have to 
prove not merely that reservations 
with respect to !t were made by 
President Wilson, but also that his 
views were accepted by the counci).

6,000,000 Will Die Before 
June Unless Prompt Aid

CHINA’S CALL FOR HELP. 

Six million persons in northern 
China will die of starvation be- 
fore June unless America comes 
to the rescue with food supplies 
totide overthe harvest. Cables 
from American diplomatic repre- 
sentatives in the famine area 
establish this fact beyond 
doubt. Georgians are asked to 
have a part in this humanitarian 
cause. The state organization 
for the China famine fund has 
begun its work. Atlanta’s 
campaign is fairly under way, 
but the time is short, and if re- 
lief is to be given, it must be 
forthcoming now. 

Contributions from Atlantans 
should be sent to Henry B. Ken- 
nedy, treasurer, Fulton National 
bank. Those from other sections 
ofthe state should go to Walter 
T. Candler, Central Bank and 
Trust corporation. 


Reports reecived atthe headquar- 
ters of the Atlanta committee on the 
Chinese famine fund indicate that 
‘substantial progress has been made 


as the result of the work done Sun- 
day in the Atlanta churches, by the 


five-minute speakers from the Billy 
Sunday Business Men’s club. In 
many churches throughout the city, 
the Billy Sunday club members brief- 
ly described conditions in the fam- 
ine area of -northern China, where 
6,000,000 men, women and children 
are facing starvation within the 
next few weeks. In every instance, 
local community committees .were 


Organized and active work has be- 
gun in securing contributions for 
this humanitarian cause. 
The Atlanta committee, headed 
by William A. Sutherland, 525 Grant 
building, has issued a request to all 
who are working for the famine 
fund, but who have not thus far con- 
nected themselves definitely wit 
the local organization, to communi- 
cate with his office at once.

IN LABOR FIGHTS 


Stockholders of U. S. 
Steel Corporation to 
Back the Management in 
“Future Conflicts.” 


New York, April .18.—Stockhold- 
ers of the United States Steel cor- 
poration at their annual meeting 
here today unanimously pledged 
their support to Elbert H. Gary and 
his associates in the management 
of the corporation in any “future 
conflicts” with labor unions. 

“We are prepared,” said a resolu- 
tion adopted by the stockholders, 
“to accept, regardless of the sac- 
rifices necessary thereto, what- 
ever losses may be sustained in 
maintaining the right of each Amer- 
ican citizen to enter into his _-in- 
dividual contract, should such be 
his desire, without hindrance from 
any other human being.” 

While the labor question was dis- 
cussed at length, no mention was 
made of the new campaign to union- 
ize the’ steel industry set by or- 
ganized forces to begin June ld. | 

Officials and directors ef the 
corporation were praised in the 
stockholdérs’ resolution for having 


“happily met with tact and dis- 
cretion” the*great steel strike of 
1919 


The open shop movement came 
out into the open in Hoboken’. Mon- 
day in a frank speech by. Judge 
H. Gary. chairman of the -United 
States Steel corporation, to the an- 
nual stockholders’ meeting urging 
government.'control and regulation 
of labor unions. 

Coming from the commander of 
the last ‘great. stronghold of the 
open shop-+tn- the United States, 
which has: successfulfy resisted all 
efforts of labor organizations to ob- 
tain a voice in its negotiations 
with labor, the Gary speech was 
regarded in financial and industrial 
circles ag a call to the colors 
against the closed shop. 

If successful in their contem- 
plated progress, labor unions would 
gain control of the shops, then of 
the general management of busi- 
ness, then of capital and ultimately 
of the very government, Judge 
Gary declared, preliminary to urg- 
ing laws to control all economic 
organizations exceeding’ specified 
memberships or specified amounts 
of capital. Capital, he said, should 
be Placed under similar restric- 
tions. 

“Laws—clear, well-defined, prac- 
ticable—covering these matters 
might be passed and if so should 
apply to all economic organizations, 
groups of bodies exceeding certain 
specified numbers or amounts, Both 
organized labor and capital should 
be placed under these laws, each 
entitled to the same protection and 
subject to the same restrictions 
and provisions. Labor union lead- 
ers heretofore have asked and re- 
ceived discriminatory exemptions. 
That is wrong. It would be just 
as bad if the situation were re- 
versed, Will labor unions consent 
to this? Heretofore they have ob- 
jected. Here would be a test.” 


DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS 


STAND 1S ATTACKED 


Kirby Sees Tariff War in 
South—Predicts Free 
Traders’ Rout. 


Washington, April 18.—The action 
of the democratic house caucus in 
opposing tariff legislation was de- 
clared to be “unwise politically and 
unsound economically” by John H. 
Kirby, president of the Southern 
Tariff association, in opening their 
conference here today. There is a 
“silent and tremendous” conflict” 
now going’ on throughout the south, 
Mr. Kirby: said, “between the po- 
litical and. economic influences on 
national tariff policies which will 
end with ‘a complete rout of the 
free traders.” : 

Mr. Kirby said he was a demo- 
erat and he “challenged” the au- 
thority of democratic congressmen 
“to commit the democratic party to 
a policy of free raw materials, es- 
pecially at a time when it means 
ruin to the south.” He warned the

mocracy” that unless the party “can 
keep the faith of the fathers and 
serve the people, it will perish.” 

Delegates heard speeches by Rep- 
resentatives Hudspeth and Blanton, 
democrats, of Texas. and Senator 
Kendrick. democrat, Wyoming, urg- 
ing protection for southern inter- 
ests, and named a committee to 
recommend ‘specific schedules of 
rates on the 57 industries seeking 
a tariff.

Although the park was not offi- 
Cilally opened until Monday, a num- 
ber of tourists camped on the 
grounds Sunday night, among whom 
were Lee H. Snively and family, of 
Middletown, Ohio; Norman simm 
and family, of Saskatchewan, Cana- 
da, all of whom expressed their de- 
light at finding the comforts offer- 
ed by the city. 

At the Monday morning meeting,

tee authorized the printing of 5,000 
circulars giving intormation about 
the Atlanta tourist park and con- 
taining maps and conditions of roads 
leading to and from the city.

VALIDITY OF RENT 
LAWS 1S, UPHELD 


BY JOHN GLEISSNER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington, April 18.—The su- 
preme ‘court, in upholding the_Dis- 
trict of Columbia and New York 
rent acts, established the principle 
that legislatures have power to 
protect tenants against extortion- 
ate rents. 

The court, in effect, held that in 
an emergency the rights of private 
property must yield ot public in- 
terest. It declared the regulation 
of rents and housing to be a le- 
gitimate exercise of police power. 

It gave valMity to declarations 
in the District act that rental prop- 
erty is “affected with public in- 
terest,” and that unfair and unrea- 
sonable rents and conditions sur- 
rounding rentmg are contrary to 
publie policy.”

|HEALTH TALKS 


| By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


ARE PEANUTS FOOD? 
Is peanut butter a wholesome, nu- 
tritious, economical and readily di-. 
gestible food? How does it com- 
pare with butter? Are peanuts all 
right to feed to children? Are salt- 
ed peanuts as desirable as plain 
roasted peanuts? 
The nutritive value of a pound of 
the edible portion of peanuts is 
about 2,560_ calories, that of cooked 
round steak is about 840 calories, 
that of good ham is about 2,000 cal- 
ories, and that of bread about 1,250 
calories, and pure butter about 3,600 
acluries. Peanuts, therefore, are ex- 
ceedingly nutritious, 
Peanut butter represents about 
2,830 calories to the pound. It is not 
quite so nutritious as an equal 
weight of butter, yet it is a far 
more economical spread than butter, 
and in my judgment, a far better 
substitute for butter than any kind 
of margarine. 
It-is a mistake to consider pea- 
nuts as a special indulgence or an 
extra. It would be more to the point 
to call beefsteak or bread a special. 
indulgence. . 
A bread made with a mixture of 
one part peanut flour and three 


parts wheat flour furnishes an. ade- 
quate amount of protein or nitro- 
genous matter and also the vitamin 
whith is essential for growth. 
Wheat flour bread does not furnish 
the essential] vitamin. 

The peanut is rich in protein 
material, containing about twice as 
much as flour does and larger pro- 
portions than even beefsteak or 
eggs. Moreover the protein of pea- 
nut .has been found to possess a 
high physiological value; that is, it 
is of such structure as the body can 
most readily utilize for repair 
processes and building—not in the 
sense of growing fat merely. United 
States government experts. in tests 
of the nutritive value of peanut 
flour, found that a bread made with 
one-fourth peanut flour and three; 
fourths white flour furnished ade- 
quate protein material for the nor- 
mal growth of young animals. 
Children are young animals. 

Any child old enough to eat bread 
may be given peanuts as a regular 
or at least a paqeent part of the 
diet, not as a tidbit. 

Mind, I do not say that peanut 
flour is preferable to wheat flour. 
of that peanuts can displace wheat 
in our dietary. I do say that a 
bread made with one-fourth peanut 
flour is superior in a nutritive way 
to the white flour bread most peo- 
ple eat, though not superior to real 
staff of life made from flour that 
has not been robbed of its vitamins 
and its mineral elements in the 
process of milling.

ATLANTA MARKET 
PLAN RESTRAINED 


Permanent Injunction Is 
Asked to Prevent Coun-, 
ty From Appropriating 
$42,500 to Buy Site. 


Hearing on the plea for a perma- 
nent injunction against the county 
commissioners to prevent the ap- 
propriation of $41,500, tax money, 
towards a municipal market, was 
set for April 23, by Judge W: D. 
Ellis, of the superior court, who 
signed a temporary restraining or- 
der Monday on the petition of a 
number of Fulton. ccunty truck 
growers. 

The appropriation fs attacked on 
the grounds that the commissioners 
are not empowered ty dispose of 
tax money for such a project, and 
that the establishment of the city 
market is not a county proposition 
within the meaning of the law. It 
is contended that the entire plan is 
unconstitutional. | 

$12,500 Appropriation. 

Acting on the request of the may- 
or and general council, the county 
appropriated $42,500 April 12, to be 
used in purchasing a site for the 
municipal market. The appropria- 
tion was made condition upon the 
mayor and council taking certain 
action to safeguard the interests of 
truck growers and of the county. 

The injunction proceedings were 
brought by the law firm of Rosser, 
Slaton, Phillips & Hopkins, rr 
senting G. A. McGaughey, H. S,. Col- 
lins, C. D. Gans, W. B. Dunn, N. J: 
Hook, C. Kimbrell and R. A. John- 
ston. j 

Commenting on the injunction 
proceedings, Julian Boehm, president 
of the Civitan club, which is great- 
ly interested in the city market 
plans, stated Monday: 

“It is hardly possible to believe 
that the county truck farmers are 
opposing the city market plan. In- 
stead, those familiar with the case 
are more of the opinion that other 
interest are fighting the move,” 

Mr. Boehm, who, as president of 
the Civitans, co-operated with the 
women’s clubs of the city in mak- 
[ing the market possible, stated that 
no better facilities for marketing 
truck products could be found than 
in the proposed plan. 

Will Help Farmers. 


“The system as outlined,” he said, 
“will mean that the farmers will 
have an opportunity of concentrat- 
ing their produce in a central mar- 
ket, which will have a tendency to 
eliminate expense and waste caused 
by carrying goods from place to 
place. : 

“By centralizing the market prod- 
uce will be disposed of more readi- 
ly, and for the vendor who wishes 
to sell his goods in person, space 
has been reserved free of charge 
at the frowgt of the building. 

“Instead of the truck growers op- 
posing the plan, il¢ appears to me 
that the real opposition comes from 
the retail men, who see the advan- 
tages offered the producer and are 
determined to sacrifice the good of 
the community for their own per- 
sonal interests.” 

Mr. Boehm stated that the women 
of the city are heartily in favor of 
the proposition and will bring ev- 
ery force to bear in having the mar- 
ket constructed.

In all probability, 
a heavy frost lying in 
places about Allanta, when the 
earliest risers get up Tuesday 
morning, according to C. F. von 
Herrmann, forecaster, who addi- 
tionally asservates that fruit need 


not worry. although young vege- 
tables may be injuriously nipped. 
“some time before the sun rises 
Tuesday, a frost will fall,” said 
Mr. von Herrmann Monday night, 
“put Tuesday will be a fine, clear 
day. with the temperature at about 
38 degrees in the early morning, 
rising steadily during the day. The 
frost will be heavy in some parts 
of the state and light over all of 
it, Practically, unless we can man- 
age to except some of the extreme 


southerly portions. A heavy frost 
will in all probability fall around 
Atlanta.” 

The fruit, being on trees and 


therefore a bit above the reach of 
the frost, Will not suffer, said the 
forecaster. The vegetables, how- 
evér, are in danger of being more 
or less the worse for wear after 
the frost has bathed them. 

The wind. which has been rather 
provoking for several days, quieted 
itself to a certain extent Monday, 
and showed signs of dying down 
before Tuesday morning. This, by 
the way. is one of the reasons for 
the impending frosts. since wind 
and frost do not like to happen 
together as a usual] rule. It was 
a choice between the two, and we 
finally get the frost. 

After things have cleared up 
Tuesday. said Mr. von Herrmann, 
and the temperature starts rising 
again, Atlanta should soon get back 
on a decent weather schedule. 

Suffering Relieved. 

Memphis. Tenn., April. 18.—With 
the death toll of the tornados and 
storms which swept six southern 
states Friday and Saturday remain- 
ing at approximately 190, relief 
work in the storm-swept areas is 
being pushed forward by nation‘, 
state and ‘civic organizations, with 
reports tonight indicating that the 
immediate needs of the sufferers 
have been cared for. and arrange- 
ments made to render further as- 
sistance as necessary.

Chicago, April 18.—Eastern rail- 
roads, appearing before the United 
States railroad labor board, opened 
their drive today for sweeping wage 
reductions for all unskilled labor 
and, in some instances, for shop and 
train service employees. 

Over the protest of the labor or- 
ganizations, the board decidei to 
proceed with consolidated wage 
hearing of disputes certified by ‘%2 
railroads from all sections of the 
country. The board decided to pro- 
ceed immediately despite the taree 
vacancies due to the fact taat con- 
gress has not yet confirmed ‘Presi- 
dent Harding's oppointees, and that 
one member is absent. Five mein- 
bers, a quorum, remain, however, 
and the board ruled there was no 
reason for postponing the case. 

Scores of exhibits, most of them 
dealing with the cost of living and 
wages for similar labor in other in- 
dustries, were filed with the board 
as carrier after carrier laid its ev- 
idence before the board this after- 
noon. Nearly twc-score roads had 
finished their presentation when the 
session adjourned. Following a 
protest earlier in the emy by the 
employees, the board had extended 
the time limit for each side’s testi- 
mony to five days of five hours 
each. Tomorrow another division 
of roads will present their evidence.

Total receipts, $25,269.40, and total 
expenses $22,694.08, leaving a bal- 
ance of $2,575.32. 

Roy Dorsey’s Report. 

Solicitor Roy Dorsey made the 
most complete report of any Fulton 
county official. For the first three 
months of 1921 he showed total re- 
ceipts of $10,335 and total expenses 
of $3,610, leaving a pnalance in his 
favor of $6.745. In his report he 
listed under expenses the salarieg of 
his assistants as follows: Henry a.

Force Steels Lower 


BY R. L. BARNUM 


New York, April 18.—Prices on the stock exchange this morning 
were slightly higher at the opening but weakness developed in the 
early trading in Pullman, Canadian Pacific, Baldwin and the Steel 
shares and rails. There was some talk that the sudden 3-point break 
in Pullman was due to selling by the Pullman estate, the death of the 
mother of Governor Lowden’s wife, who was Mrs. Pullman, having 
recently occurred. Then, too, there were rumors that Pullman would 
cut its dividend at the meeting to be held this Wednesday. 

Like all of the railway equipment manufacturers, Pullman hag suf- 
fered in recent years from lack of freight car orders. The company 
has been paying 8 per cent dividends since 1900, and there is an un- 
broken dividend record going back to 1874. As recently as 1910 the 
price for the shares in the open market was as high as 200, with the 
low for the year 155. 

Today’s weakness in the steel] shares was due to stories from Pitts- 
burg that the industry as a whole was running at only 30 per cent of 
capacity, with the steel corporation out hustling for business, and, con- 
sequently, with the independents facing the necessity of quotipg lower 
prices to get orders which naturally would make dividends less certain. 
{t was evident from the remarks made by E. H. Gary regarding labor 
unions at-today’s annual meeting of shareholders that the chairman of 
the Steel corporation was much disturbed over the new movement of 
steel labor leaders to organize that industry. From Wall street’s 
viewpoint, Gary has been upset by the decision handed down last 
week by the railroad labor board recognizing the right of labor to or- 
fanize and select their own representatives. 

While the week-end reservation of the federal reserve system as a 
whole showed an increase to 53.7 against 53.5 a week ago, this small 
gain was understood by Wall street to indicate that other banks are 
not likely in the near future to follow the example of Boston in low- 
ering rediscount rates. However, there was a further gain of $23,000,- 
000 in note circulation, making the reduction in outstanding notes since 
the maximum was reached last December $500,000,000. The reserve 
ratio is now at the highest figure since August of 1918, indicating that 
the banks’ are making-steady, if slow, progress in the matter of liqui- 
dation. 

More gold came in today from Holland and France, 81 boxes, the 
contents of which had not been valued up to the close of business. 
It was learned, too, that several millions had just left the other side 
aboard the Celtic and Finland. 

An advance of from 10 to 15 cents a barrel was announced today 
in the prices of eastern crude oil, with Pennsylvania up 25 cents to 
$3.25. This is the first increase in Pennsylvania, which is the recog- 
nized leader, since the decline began from the high of $6.10 of 1920. It 
is predicted in responsible oil quarters here that other price advances 
are to follow. 

By far the most interesting and important news of the day from 
Wall street’s viewpoint, was the foreign trade stater.ent from Wash- 
ington for the month of March. This statement showed that the long 
axpected slump in our exports had come; also that imports were fall- 
ing off at a sharp rate compared with a year ago. 

Our exports for March amounted to $384,000,000 against $489,000,- 
000 for Februrary of this year, and $820,000,000 for March of last year. 
For the 9 months of the current fiscal year our exports were $5,509,000,- 
000, compared with $6,050,000,000 for the same period of last year. 

In imports, March showed $252,000,000 against $215,000,000 for 
this February, and $524,000,000 for March of 1920. For the nine 
months we imported $3,009,000,000 against $3,759,000,000.

STOCK REACTIONS

New York, April 
in Wall street today evinced a 
decided reversal from the moderate 
optimism which marked last week’s 
later dealings.

ress. 

Western transportation terminals 
reported further diminution of ton- 
nage. Although movements of wheat 
and other foodstuffs from farms 
and elevators were large, they were 
offset by smaller shipments of cot- 
ton, coal and lumber. 

Dealings were light throughout 
the session, but of a fairly varied 
character. Rails, steels and equip- 
ments. more or less as named, fea- 
tured the backward issues with a 
sprinkling of leather, tobacco and 
food specialties. 

Oils stood out for their relative 
steadiness, especially the low grade 
stocks, the demand in that quar- 
ter effecting numerous rallies of 
1 to 2 points elsewhere before the 
rib net losses being largely nomi- 
nal. 

In the open markét call money 
was obtainable at 6 per cent, but 
on the exchange the rate held at 
7 per cent. Time funds were firm, 
though in freer supply. Exchange 
On London was barely steady, but 
remittances to continental points, 
especially Italy, strengthened.

Field advices, howevVer, re 
that the damage, if any, would 
prove to be of only a minor char- 
acter. Then the attention of trad- 
ers shifted to big receipts in the 
northwest, swollen by arrivals from 
Canada, both steamship and rail. Un- 
certainty as to progress of the emer 
gency tariff bill in the senate tend- 
ed also to give some advantage to 
the bears. At this juncture word 
came of a collapse in prices at 
Winnipeg, news which greatly ac- 
celerated the downward swing of 
the market here. Selling pressure 
was given further impetus at. the 
last by the fact that a decrease 
shown in the domestic visible sup- 
ply total was much smaller than 
had been looked for. Corn and oats 
weakened with wheat, but were 
steadied somewhat as a result of 
export sales of 500,000 bushels of 
corn and by signs of some foreign 
call for oats. In provisions the ef- 
fect of higher quotations on hogs 
was ,;soon more than counterbal- 
anced by the bearish action of 
grain.

Geneva, April 17.—Gabriele d’An- 
nunzio, the soldier poet, was mar- 
ried in a civil ceremony perform- 
ed Saturday in a village near Luga- 
no, to Signorina Luisella HKaccara, 
an Italian pianist, says a dispatch 
received here from Lugano. D’An- 
nunzio and his bride are spending 
their honeymoon in the Italian lake 
country. At the ceremony d‘An- 
nunzio described himself as a di- 
vorced man, says the dispatch.

“Another of his misrepresenta- 
tions to mislead the public against 
me” is the way J. O. Ewing labels 
the charge of Chief of Detectives 
Poole that Ewing furnished supplies 
to the Sans Souci hotel at 59% Cone 
Street. The attorney also offers a 
letter signed by E. E. Shelton, of 
the firm of Buchanan & Shelton, as 
Substantiating evidence of his con- 
tention. 

The statement of Shelton, who op- 
erates a grocery store, says that 
the only supplies Mr. Ewing ever 
ordered sent to the address of the 
Sans Souci hotel were two chickens, 
and that the representation of Dr. 
Cc. J. Vaughan, chairman of the po- 
lice commission, was an injustice to 
Mr. Ewing. 

The Ewing statement again 
charges connivance between Poole 
and the bunco gang and says that 
Chief Poole never allowed a bunco 
case to get further than the police 
station. 

Shelton’s letter follows: 

“Dr. Vaughan called and asked if 
Mr. Ewing traded with me and 
where he sent his groceries. I ad- 
vised him that they were sent to his 
home, 85 Lovejoy street, and he 
then asked me if Ewing sent gro- 
ceries to the Sans Souci. I told him 
Mr. Ewing had sent a couple of 
chickens to 59% Cone street and 
that this was all Mr. Ewing had 
sent there. 

“I was greatly surprised to note 
that any conversation I had with 
Dr. Vaughan indicated that Mr. Ew- 
ing furnished supplies for 59% Cone 
Street from my place, and such a 
statement was an injustice to Mr. 
Ewing, so far as my dealings with 
him are concerned. A couple of 
chickens is all I ever sent to that 
number, as stated correctly by Mr. 
Ewing.”
